Dr. Swift 
does not think this comet of any sig­ 
nificance witli reference to the oft-pre­ 
dicted end of the world this year in con­ 
nection with perihelion conjectures, nor 
does he think the position aud motion 
justify the lielief that this is the comet of 
1812. Prof. Proctor not long ago was 
credited with the prediction that the 
comet of 1812 would reappear this year 
and destroy the world in July next. 
Swift has no fears of such a result.

It 
was unanimously decided that tho ques­ 
tion of Robertson*8 confirmation would 
divide the Republicans, aud uuder the 
plan laid down for action this was put on 
the black list. With respect to Chandler

uously argued that no Republican would 
oppose his confirmation, and declared in 
favor of including him iu the list of those 
available for actiou. Iu this, however, 
he failed to receive such support that the 
case was passed for the time being. 
It was decided at the session Saturday 
to favor an executive session Thursday 
for consideration of the Chinese treaties, 
at which all the nominations will be re­ 
ferred to appropriate committees, and the 
harmony committee will have time for 
further consideration as to the advisabil­ 
ity of takiug up the disputed cases. 
In the meau time it is the sense of the 
committee that the mass of the unimpor­

Handsome white jet ornaments 
fastened the corsage, which was pointed 
in the front and back. The most beau­ 
tiful of the lot, however, was a marine- 
blue satin combined with ecru satin, and 
finished with a heavy garniture of crim­ 
son-crushed roses. This gown was also 
made in the “ holoku” style, with long, 
flowing sleeves open at the shoulders 
and extending nearly to the bottom of 
the gown, and were lined with crimson 
satin.

He worked at thc rocks and tho 
whortleberries on tho farm till lie was 
nineteen years of age. 
He has often 
pointed out to me the bowlders which he 
blasted to make a rude mountain-road 
from thc homestead to the turn 
summers he reaped the rye fie 
hand-sicklc; wheat being a rare luxury, 
reserved for the honor of hospitality, or 
as the honest mother, not adroit of 
speech, used to express it, “for fear 
somebody should come.'’ Ile either at­ 
tended or “ kept” the district school three 
months in tho winters. 
He held the 
plow with a Latin grammar tucked 
under his waistband, and conjugated 
“ Amo” while the oxen rested at tho 
end of thc furrow. 
One of the 
first tokens which his father detected 
of thc son’s destiny was tho discovery 
that “ Eliakim,’1 with the same yoke of 
oxen, could not plow so large a patch 
of ground in a day as his younger broth­ 
er. 
He did not overwork thc oxen! 
Twice a week ho walked three miles and 
a half, after his day’s work was done, to 
recite to the clergyman of the village in 
thc evening, trudging back again in thc 
moonlight or the storm, as it might hap­ 
pen.

The people of the state of W isconsin, repre­ 
sented in senate aud assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
Section I. W henever tho Judge of any county 
cou rt in this state shall ueem it necessary to 
require the appearance before such court of 
any guardian appointed therein, a citation to 
such guardian so to appear at a tim e certain 
may b e scrx'vd by publication upon obtaining 
an order therefor in the following eases: I. 
W hen such guardian has absconds! from this 
state, or keeps him self concealed therein, so 
as to ax'oid the personal service of a citation. 
2. When such guardian is a non-resident of 
this state, o r has n»*senled him self therefrom 
for a period of one year. 
Section 2. The order for such publication 
shall lie m ade by the Judge of such county 
court. 
The application therefor shall la* 
based upon a petition, duly verified and filed, 
stating cause for requiring the appearance of 
such guardian In said court, and an affidavit 
showing the blets required to exist, th a t per­ 
sonal service of a citation w ithin this state 
cannot lie made, and also the post-offieo ad­ 
dress of such guardian, or th at the affiant is 
unable, after due diligence, to ascertain it. 
The order shall direct th at service of tho cita­ 
tion bo In adc by publication In a new spaper, 
to be designated as most likely to give notice 
to the person to be served for such length of 
tim e as shall bo deem ed reasonable not lefs 
than once a week for six weeks, and that, oil 
o r i»efore the day of the first publication, 
there Im? deposited in a specified post-office a 
copy of the citation, together a ith a copy 
of the petition upon which such order of 
publication was made, securely inclosed in an 
envelope, the postage duly paid, addressed to 
such guardian at his post-office to be therein 
nam ed, o r shall direct th at such deposit nufy 
be om itted because the post-office address of 
such guardian cannot be ascertained. A fter 
th e m aking of such an order, personal service 
of such citation and petition without thc stato 
shall hjive thelsam c effect as com pleted publi­ 
cation and mailing. 
Section. 3. Upon due proof of com pliance 
with said order, and at the tim e fixed In said 
citation, said count)' court shall proceed lo 
consider such petition and take such proof 
and grant such relief thereunder as shall be 
Just, and any order. Judgm ent or determ ina­ 
tion m ade bv said court in said proceeding 
shall be binding upon such guardian, and shall 
be prim a facie evidence in all courts of this 
state of all facts therein recited.

Traps for the Unwary. 


Of the invention of new wiles for the 
unwary, and for the especial amusement 
of the rural population, there is no end 
in enterprising (rotham. 
The latest and 
one of the most barefaced of the swin­ 
dles, although not particularly neat, is 
reported to have been very successful. 
It is carried on principally by the 
“ fakirs” about county fairs, taverns 
and other places where rustic betting 
men are most likely to be found. 
Two 
qualities are only necessary to success, 
and these are the two always found in 
the wandering swindler, city or country 
—plenty of cheek and the ability to em­ 
igrate without delay in an emergency'. 
The stock in trade is a bogus watch, 
such as are now made in great quanti­ 
ties by the notion manufacturers. They 
make a gilt stem-winding watch which 
has a solid look about it and readily de­ 
ceives the uninitiated, which they can 
sell to the jobbers and wholesalers for 
ninety-two cents by the gross. 
It has 
a spring and a pair of w'hecls set at a 
sixty-minute to the hour gait, and which 
will run for half an hour or so, just long 
enough, in fact, to enable the swindler 
to leave towrn or get conveniently out of 
sight. 
The stem has a racket attach­ 
ment, which makes a sound on winding 
up much like the genuine article, and 
the main wheel has a straight spring 
ratchet, w'hich, as the wheel revolves, 
gives out a tick, tick of the right sort. 
The w'hole thing is got up with an aris­ 
tocratic air and is as good looking as it 
is rascally, especially when attached to 
a ten-cent tire-gilt chain which won't 
tarnish within twenty-four hours after 
being exposed to the air, but whose ul­ 
timate destiny makes it so extremely 
Vera antique that the verdigris sticks to 
one's fingers. 
These untimely pieces 
are sold by the jobbers to the “ fakirs” 
at $1.20 a piece, and the patent soap 
and liver-pad man seldom leaves the 
city without making a $5 investment in 
them, for hedoesn’t hide them in a nap­ 
kin or under a bushel, but, judiciously 
handled, they bring him back his own 
manifold. 
The “ fakir,” it m ay be incidentally 
explained, is the gentleman with a little 
hand bag and a folding stand, who 
daring the winter haunts Broadway 
corners for short periods, and who is 
constantly haunted in turn by ghosts of 
the Broadway Squad.

he prefers to get out of the city where 
people are apt to know too much aud 
he takes kindly to any irregular and 
rascally industry from three-card monte 
and thimble rigging to corn plasters.

The Electric Light at Sea. 


The buoy recently anchored in thir­ 
teen fathoms of water 
about three 
cables’ length south of the Sand}’ Hook 
lightship is the implement of an inter 
esting 
experiment. 
Bear 
Adraira 
Nichols descries it as “ an automatic 
buoy having a 10-inch whistle and a glass 
globe for an electric light on the top. 
If the use of the electric light on buoys 
located in such important places is found 
practicable, a great contribution to the 
safety of vessels will thus be effected. 
Had an electric light shone from the 
top of the buoy near the Rockaway 
Shoals the Italian bark Ajace W’ould not 
have been destroyed. 
The Evening 
Mail has long believed that the electric 
light is to be introduced to many uses 
upon the water. 
It is to have a place 
in lighl-houscs, and it will be adopted 
on shipboard, if not for a permanent 
headlight, at least for signals in times of 
distress and danger. It has been argued 
that the electric Tight can not be used 
for a headlight unless it can be trained 
to a 
pencil. 
But 
it can be thus 
trained, as a multitude know who wit­ 
nessed the beautiful pencil of light 
which shot out across Madison Square 
from the top of the Hotel Brunswick 
last evening.

Saturday night Alouzo Zimmermau, a 
substantial and respected farmer, who 
has for years lived at Mount Zion ended 
his life by hanging himself, fie has for 
some time been living with his neph­ 
ew, 
Stewart 
Marsh, to 
whom he 
had 
rented 
his 
farm, 
and 
Saturday evening he ate his supper and 
retired to bed as usual, his room being in 
the second story of the house. Some­ 
time during the night he slipped out of 
his room unnoticed, and without awaken­ 
ing any of the family, aud going to the 
barn got a rope there, and then proceed­ 
ed to the orchard of Mr. Wauffie, about 
twenty rods from his own house, and 
there hung himself to the limb of an ap­ 
ple tree. 
In tile morning Mr. Marsh discovered 
the door of the house open aud going out 
to tile barn found tUe rear door of that 
opened 
also. 
Returning 
to 
the 
house he went up stairs aud finding 
that Mr. Ziinerman had gone out he 
retraced his steps, and from tho baru 
noticed the body of the missing man 
hanging in tho orchard. In company 
with Ueoge Stone, W. G. Butler, aud W 
B. Clark, he went to the orchard and 
found Mr. Zimmerman hanging to an 
apple tree, dead. The mau’s feet Were 
on tho ground, aud his kuees just touch­ 
ing the earth, but the rope around his 
neck was drawn so taut as to cut into the 
neck a quarter of an inch, 
and the 
apparance of the body was such as to in­ 
dicate that death had ensued several 
hours before. 
The 
reason 
which 
led 
Mr. 
Zimmerman 
to 
thus tike his own 
life 
was 
doubtless 
a 
mental 
disorder. For some time past it has been 
noticed that he acte I queerly, aud there 
were symptoms of meutal aberration, but 
he hod said nothing to arouse suspicion 
that he contemplated suicide, and no 
writing was found explanatory of the 
motive leading to tho deed. About three 
years ago he and his wife separated, aud 
she was given a home on his old farm, 
near the one on which he has since lived. 
He has frequently of late spoken of be­ 
ing troubled, aud for some time has ap­ 
peared rather gloomy. He has been seen 
to stand by his place for hours at a time, 
without 
moving, 
and 
in 
conver­ 
sation 
he 
appeared 
at 
times 
to 
have 
slight 
freaks 
of 
fancy. 
He a short time ago remarked that the 
people in town didn’t act towards him as 
they used to, that they slighted him etc.f 
aud when he had a lawsuit to attend to, 
he insisted in going to Chicago for an at­ 
torney, because all th© lawyers here were 
dishonest, and coaid not be trusted. He 
also had taken a strong belief in fortune 
tellers, and wont to Chicago to consult 
them. From some of these little out­ 
croppings, it was thought he was pecul­ 
iar, and for three or four days before his 
death he appeared unusually gloomy, 
ate very little, aud hardly talked any. 
Au inquest was held yesterday by Jus­ 
tice Prichard, the jury being composed 
of E. D. Murdock, W. S. Bennett, F. C. 
Cook, 
Ai 
B. 
Clark, 
Ezra 
Dilleubeck and E. H. Wilmot. After 
hearing evidence to the above purport 
from Stewart Marsh, George Stone, W* 
G. Butler aud M. B. Clark, and also from 
Dr. B. T. Sanborn, who examined the 
body uud found no other marks of vio­ 
lence, the jury returned a verdict of death 
by his own hand. 
The family consists of the wife and five 
children living with lier, tho youngest 
being about seven years of age, the eld­ 
est daughter, 
married and living in 
Minnesota, and one daughter living in 
this city. 
There seems to be a strange fatality 
attending tho Zimmerman brothers. One 
of them was killed accidentally by a log 
rolling 
onto 
him, 
some 
ten 
or 
twelve 
years 
ago. 
Another 
brother some six or more years ago com­ 
mitted suicide by hanging himself in the 
barn on the farm now owned by Jphu 
Fitzgerald, and now this one takes his 
life iii the same manner. 
The deceased had lived in this county 
for many years, and had by thrift and in­ 
dustry gained considerable property. He 
was widely known and generally respect­ 
ed, and nizny there are who will regret 
to learn of lmuiutimely and sad death.
